Present Illness. Fivo years ago a small swelling appeared just below 
the lobule of tho right car.

a year it increased perceptibly, but painlessly. She has had no sub- 
jeotivo symptoms. Ilor hearing is good. Thcro hnvo been no pressure 
disturbances. 

Physical Examination. A largo, fleshy, and woll-dovciopcd woman. 
Ill front of and below tho right car is a broad, spherical swelling, about 
two inches in diamotor. It is hard and rounded, with irregular, indu¬ 
rated borders. It is slightly movnblo upon tho parts beneath. It is 
not attached to tho skin, nor is it tender to palpation. Tho chest is 
negative. 

Operation. Mass removed through a curved incision. Capsule 
adherent closely to tho surrounding parts. Upper part of tho neck 
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cnrofully dissected. Stenson’a duct and facial nerve divided, as they 
were involved in tlio disease. A few Bmall glands were removed near 
tlio tumor. Tho wound healed quickly. Sho left the hospital one 
week after operation. , . , 

A year and a half following tho operation examination finds no 
recurrence at tho seat of tho original disease. The cicatrix is soft and 
unattached to tho parts beneath. There is a right facial paralysis.
